'i'lio alisiirdily nf our conteniporaiy's 
e leadily beeii l}y thoye 
.■iei| iiaiiited with tbo .subject, lint to tliose 
who are ikiL aw.are of existing conditions 
they niiiy seem plausible. The article is 
biiscd upon the alleged rornoval of the.H. 
B. Co.'s quarters. This, it is almost 
needless to say, will not take place; infact,it 
woiild b'6'f6l.ly"on the p^ut of that corpora- 
tion to make such.a change. Tho principal 
portion of the business of the company 
is sctitteiinl along the coasts of the isliiud 
and mainland, which will tihvays remain 
trilmttiry to \^ietori;i. (jooda supplied to 
inti-rior po.-it.H are drujiped otl' at .such 
piiint.s, exeejit tlio.Ho reeeivi'd at Vietoriii 
by sailing vcis.sel.s from Loiiihiii, which of 
course are centreed here for distribution 
in tho western section of the comjiany's 
territory. If the Kamloops agency 
requires goods by rail from the east, these 
iare liot forwarded to Victoria to be re- 
turned, but arc billed to Kamloops. The 
same is true ^of . Vancouver, or iWestmins- 
toi\ What advantage would then 'be 
gaiiied'in removing the headquarters uf 
the company ? We ciui see no'iie, and we 
venture the opinion that the management 
of the Company will fail to discover any. 
The only re.sult.s thai would bo attained 
in siieli tin event would lu: projiidiciiil to 
till! iMinipaiiy's best interests. .As before 
remarked there is not a grain of truth in 
the statement that there will bu a reiiiovtd, 
aiid'tho'only explanation of our contem- 
porary's assertion is his evident, desire, to 
stroiigthen the real estate market at 
Vancouver, which at tho present time is 
not as buoyant as could bo desired — in 
fact the veiy luinierous coinptmy of eoin- 
niission men scarc;ely know liow to |iut in 
their time. The company's premises at 
Vancouver will undoubtedly bo enlarged 
as soon 118 trade tlieto will warrant. The 
present building is only ii temporary 
strncturi;. Beyond the erection of suh- 
sttiutial premises for their trade it is iiii- 
probiible that any oliaiigo will bu made in 
the existing condition of aflairs. With 
regard to the general trade at present 
centered at Victoria, we have frequently 
been infurmeil that our business men 
would have to transfer their base of oper- 
ations to Vancouver. In no instance bus 
this as yet occurred; and tho mere fact 
that intmy wholesale merchants in this 
city have foiiiul it necessary 
to enlarge theii preii'iaoH in order 
to moot tho roiintreuieiits of an 
over-increasing busintaa is sullicient proof 
tlnit our contemparif.ry's opinions will not 
hear tho light of investigation.

To THK Editor:— You are deserving of 
[lublic thanks' for sounding a note of 
warning against the expenditure 'of city 
money on works not urgently necessary at 
the present time. Vou advocate the votu 
in faver of water and aewerngo, to whieli 
1 would add the vote for tire jmrposes. 
Whilst advocating tho sewerage vote, the 
question is what can bo done vvith §20, - 
000? Probaldy a few bo:^ drains put in 
here and there — a complete wiute <jf 
money. Lot the council without delay 
set about importing, or liaving made hero, 
proper cltij- drain piping, which will last 
forever, and not fritter awtiy money yetir 
after year on a temporary shift. 

It is surprising tu find that the council 
should think of adding-to the city hall, as 
it iiHurds "sufHoient accommodation for 
years to come. And to think at this mo- 
ment of a stone bulk-head at James Buy, 
when a new bridge is just built and tiu- 
ished at a groat coat, is another aider- 
manic enigma. These things can wait fur 
a time. The council must reserve all its 
force and borrowing jiower for a thorough 
sewerage system which will cost one mil- 
lion dt^Uai's. In the meantime prompt 
attention should bo given to tlie pestilen- 
tial cesspool system, h'uvt street is in a 
most poisonous state, and'sueli drains a.s 
there aro should be Hushed once a week, 
imd cesspools abolished, particularly 
on ' Fort and Goveniment streets. 
Let the citi7.eiiB forbid all > unnecccssary 
work at jiresent and throw out every By- 
Law excepting those for water, sewerage 
and fire jiurposes. Let arrangements bo 
made without delay to borrow S1,0()0,(X)U 
at 4/, spread over ten years, taking up 
each year for ten years S!100,000, and let 
any extra taxation necessary be a general 
uniform rate, and not a special one on the 
unfortunate person by whose property the 
sew er may pass. Why should Ouok Street 
property, tlirongh which the sewer must 
go, jiay ;uid Wliarf street, througli wliieb 
it will not go, lie exempt, whilst both 
sections participate equally in the benelit 
of good sewerage?

Early on Thursday morning the shiji's 
steam cutter, Lk. Granville in conunand, 
took atrip up to Port Easington in order 
to take soundings and see whether the 
ship could go up. Col. Holmes also went 
up in the cutter, and the [•.'irty returned 
in the evening — Ks.sington was only lif- 
teen inile.s away— and rupurtcJ that tliure 
was sutlicient depth of water right up to 
Easington. The anchor w.i.-i weighoil, and 
getting away at nine on Friday morning 
wo anchored here in the afternoon, at the 
mouth of the river. The waters the 
Skeena are quite muddy and verj' chojipy, 
so much so that although at anchor the 
ship was steadily swinging round. Dur- 
ing tho day salmi m was being brought 
ubt)ard by while men and Imlians who 
sold the tisli for ten cents apiece. Two of 
the fish were weighed and tipped the bal- 
ance at lifty-tive and thirty-live pounds. 
In the evening Mr. Cunningham cume 
aboard but w'ould comiriuuiciitd no' niewis 
of any importance till Mr. Roycraft Imd 
arrived. Tho Imlf-breeds who came 
aboard with him told me that Kit-wan- 
cool .1 im was 

A Tininoriiiii.v li.ui chauactku. 
Ijiist year ho shot and killeil his uncle and 
the year before that he sent his tatliei to 
the next world. Tho Indian.s adviseii htm 
not to resist arrest but to be a man and 
give himself up to the while men. When 
about to be arrested Kit-ma-cool .Jim 
lired nt the constable and then ran ull'. 
The constable Bred his little gun (revolv- 
er) first nito tho air to stop the runaw ay 
aiifl tlieri lii'od and Inlled the miirdcrei 
with lii.s rillo. The Iiiili.i,ii.s wuie indill'er- 
ent, and, in fad , they were glad that K'il 
ma-cool .Jim was not in the land of the 
living. Tile foregoing wjis the half- 
breed's vor.sion of tho state of adairs, and 
it is just ,iM wi^ll I hoy are led to beliovi! 
that things are i|uiet. The Essin^'toii 
folks had iio ido.t of Ihu Caroline nor any 
specials, etc., coming up, and the lirst in- 
timation they had of that fact, was the ar- 
rival (jf the ste;nii cutler ye.'iUiiday ukji ii- 
iiig. This morning about nine o'chick we 
sightud the ISoscowit/. in the distance and 
by ten' she was'nloiigaido of ua.

live 1 luliaii!! an<l a capliiin. .\ cook, who 
will also act as iiiterpioter, will accom- 
pany us. It will take us about eight days 
to roach Huidetun, so Uurbert Hank in 
Bays, ti ; iiiAi) who kiHiws the river , well. 

This afternoon Mr. William McNeil 
and inysolf took a hIioII out In a farm 
about a iiiilo from the village; Ihe pio- 
priotors of the place are a iMr. and Mrs. 
William Johnston, who entertained uh 
royally. They have tho

for miles around, and engaged cliiolly in 
stock-raising. Thu milk wo drank on 
their farm we thoroughly relinhod and, 
roally, it was good. It is very hot at

getlior in tho shed on tlio wharf i)r(ip'iiii- 
tory to rttting down to supper, which, 
judging friuu the apiielizingly oderifurous 
promises to moot a hearty recognition at 
our hands. Mr. Cumiingham has kindly 
undertaken to look out for our meids till 
wu set out. I'oforo closing I might add that 
we ari! to carry two months' provisions 
with us. "C" Uattory men will be landed 
on Monday morning and will go under 
canvas until further orders. Thu bluo- 
jiiokets and marines ai'O not to bo idlowed 
ashore, and, it is eJtpocted, ihe CaiAdiiic 
will not leave this place until relieved by 
another man-of-war.

Mr. Hopkins, the missionary stationed 
at Es.siiiglon, has roceiveil the following 
news through Herbert Mankino, who lias 
come from lla/.leton, and Mr. Pearso, tlip 
interpreter: When Kitwillcool .Jim (not 
Kitwattcool nor Kitmuoool) was killed by 



the coiistablo he was on the Kitzogucla 
reserve. The village of Kitzogucla is sit- 
uated on tho right bank of the Skeena 
about thirteen miles below Hazleton, and 
to tills villifigo KitwillccolJim's wifo wti'ut 
t^; iiif;>rm the Kit2eyucliai that the Kit^ 
willcools wore angry at them for allowing 
Jim to bo killed, and- that for revenge 
they wore coming down to buru Kitzo- 
gucla and kill tho inhahitivnls. The 
Kitzeguclas prepared for war. On the 
left bank of the Skeena, direiJtly opposite 
Kitzogucla, is thu beginning of tho trail 
leading to thu village of Kitwillcool about 
lf)0 mllos distant from Kitzogucla. Two 
days after tho arrival nt Kitzegucla of 
Kitwillcool Jim's wife, two Kitwill- 
C(ii(ij4^\.^Jp|^|^^ oiw^tlio loft bank of 
tho /;Skoena t'-oii" - H trail, and 
Jim's wife fired on them, tho shots, how- 
ever, not taking any eH'eot. Whilst Jim's 
wife was shooting, Tobusk, the Kitzogucla 
niedicino man was performing some ;-itos, 
Hiid boing disturbed by shootingj he wont 
oil' to Jim's wife's hut arid' ' 

KILLED pKR FATHKK. 
After he had kiilod hfer father ho told the 
woman she could shoot him (Tobuak) if 
shu cared to avenge' tho death of her 
father. Now tho chief of the Kitzoguclas, 
named Murlokeii, was the brother of To- 
busk'a .tuiifprtiinttto. , yiqtiiu. Morlcken 
went off in search of Tobusk, whom he 
shot but (Mily wounded. Tobusk went 
into his own hut and Morlcken sent an 
Indian naiu'iil Bilh' (iambic up to Hazol 
toll fiU' a constable, as ho wished to 
have Tobusk arrested. When the 
constable arrived Tobusk ivaa doaJ, 
having been wnundtiil luorlidly by 
Morlcken. Morlcken thereupon gave 
himself up to the constable against the 
wishes of his trilio,' the >'Kits!eguclas, wlu> 
say that should their chief Morlckun, call 
ed by ihoui "Chief of the Crow's Croat," 
bo taken to N'ictoria there will bo t rouble. 
Such is Ihu state of thinj^s as board of at 
tliolatest. I ani only giving you the baio 
fact without any comments which are tly 
ing around hero, Thu Indians say, how 
ever, that if Kit-will-'cool Jim's wife can 
bo made a prisoner Ihe trouble will cease 
as she is the one who is egging them mi 
to take rovoiige and bccoiiiu rohelliinis. 
Tho news of thu death of Clifl'ord and tho 
[iroviticial constable is untrue. When 
llankin left HazelUm three days ago idl 
was well, idtliough the liidiaiis were caus- 
ing the whit^iuan much anxiety. The 
river is navigable all tho way; it will how- 
over take us from ten to fourtoen days to 
reach llazollou. The Kit-will-cools say 
that they only want a thousand didlurs as 
compensation and not a white nmn as 
well. , C. 

II.'.B. Cp.'s AGENT.S VIKW.S. 
R. Mall, Fort Sim])30U, writing to As- 
sistant Commissioner Siiiitli, says that the 
alt'air at Hazleton is iiuicb exaggerated 
and goods can bo forw'iilod to that point 
without danger. 

Mr. Clill'ord, in a letter to the Assist- 
ant Goiiimisaiuner from tho Hazleton jiost, 
statos that th'd "Itfdians are e.xcuediiigly 
annoying, and suggests that he bo ])er- 
mitted to erect a stockade around tho 
company's buildings for (k'feii.se in case of 
any alt.ick as tho Indians stale that if 
their village is burned, which might ac- 
oideutally occur at any time during the dry 
soa.son, thoy will burn tlie mission houses, 
and comjiany's stores. This, they say. 
will placo everyone on the same lovid. 
While there is a rude justice in this, Mr. 
Clid'ord roiaarks, yet it would bo decided- 
ly unpleasant, and thercforu he thinks a 
stockade a necessity. Indians have be- 
come quite b(dd of late, ami are liillaging 
from the freight whilu en. nnde to the iia- 
bine district. All oli'oncos remain un|)un- 
ished, and as a coiisequenoo the Indians 
increase in audacity. The writer trusts 
that tKis unfortunate Bi«to of aifaira will 
soon^^oase and order bo restored and con- 
tiniied. . : , . '

Vandersluse, heard of the oocuvence, and 
knowing that his wife's brother was . out 
on Saturday night,| jumped into a hack 
with Mr. Morris Moss and went to I'lsipii- 
nialt. On reaching that jioint bis worst 
fears were realized, for he ideiitiliod the 
body as that of Mr. Siuitli, the scliool 
toachor at Rocky Point and one of the 
party which started out on Saturday night. 
.Vlthough dreading the thought that his 
brother-in-law had met tho" fate of tho 
school-master he did not givo U])h1I hopes, 
knowing what an expert swimmer be \ras, 
but aa tho day advanced and 110 news of 
the remainder of tho party having been re- 
ceived, all hope tied and they now realise 
their grejit loss. Mrs. Lissutt, thu mother 
of Arthur Williams, , is .prostnito with 
grief. The first tiitimiitlon she had of tho 
terrible catastrophe was when a lad 
rushed into her house mi .lames 
Lay and said ".-Vrtliur is drowned. ' 
Tho mothor fell to the floor 
in a dead faint, ami it was some time be- 
fore ahe recovered her aoiisos. Mr. Aaron 
son dispatched a canoe containing three 
Indians to Rocky Piont to learn if the 
party had reached there on Saturday 
night, but up to u late hour last night the 
Indians had not returned. The miaaioii, 
however, was acarcely necessary as it was 
known tliat Mr. Smith, whose school was 
to open again in a few days, did not in- 
tend to return, and the simple fact of his 
liody having been recovered is jiroof that 
the boat never reached its destination. 

The owner of the aloop rowed out to 
wBero it waa rejiorted lying and towed it 
to his ferry, and after riglitiug it foiiinl 
several bottles of beer and one of sjiirita, 
a box of cigars and a pistol. The last- 
named article ho handed to Mr. Aaron- 
son, who recognized it as the one his 
brother-in-law had in hia poasesaiou when 
last seen. 

THE vic-riM.s.

Smith, who was aged about 21! years, w.as 
a native of Woodstock, N. 15.. and a 
graduate of Mount Alliami UoUego where 
lie took the degree of bachelor of arts. 
His name appeara.on the list of Ihoao 
who were awarded Krat class grade A 
eertiticates at tho late teacher's exaimita- 
tion. He came to this province some 
eight months ago and . has since .taught 
school at Rocky Point, aind was highly 
spoken of. ' 

Arthur Williaina, was a native of Vic- 
toria and aged about 21 years. He w.iH 
for several years an apprentice to .1. 
Desaoliville, jeweler, but latoly aiaried in 
businesa for himself and waa doing well, 
lie was considered a smart young fcllow.ind 
.vas a great favorite with bis coiupanioiis. 
He was a great lover of baseball and took 
,1 dee]) interest in the game. He loaves 
a mother and brother and sister to mourn 
hia audden death. Quite a coincidence 
occurs in the deathjOf .this young mail, hia 
fiither having met the same fate soine 
twenty yeara ago up north, 

Abraham Vanderaltiae was ipiitu a young 
fellow. As before stated, he was the 
brother of Mrs; A. A. Aaronsoii and en- 
gaged in business with hia brotlicr-in- 
iivw, lie was an expert swinnncr, having 
carried off several prizes at various regat- 
tas hold on the Gorge. Popular with all 
who know him, ho leaves many sorrow- 
ing friends. 

Thos. Argyle was a sealer by trade, 2o 
years of age and eldest son of Mr. Thus. 
Aigylo, tho well-known lighthouse keeper 
at llaco Rocks. Ho was well known here 
and admired for his many sterling quali- 
ties. His family have the sympathy of 
all in thoir sorrow.
